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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Examiner had identified 4 species of the claimed invention: 
Species I, shown in Figure 1; 
Species II, shown in Figure 2; 
Species III, shown in Figure 3; and 
Species IV, shown in Figure 4. 
Applicant provisionally elects Species I, shown in Figure 1 with traverse. The only 
difference between Species III and I is the addition of an opening means 15 such as a score line 
between the two ends of the hollow elongated tubular handle. Species IV is simply Species III 
with the applicator tip affixed to the opposite end of the hollow elongated tubular handle. 
Species II is the resulting structure of affixing two of the Species I structures end to end, with the 
sealed ends toward each other with an opening means 9 provided to separate them. Therefore, 
the restriction/election requirement is improper. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the restriction requirement be reconsidered and 
withdrawn and a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case. 
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
